In reply to questions 
by Liberal Leader J T. Shaw, Pre¬ 
mier J. E. Brownlee said tiiat the 
provision for a mine foreman to be 
a member of the board was a 
cession to the operators who had 
strongly opposed the examinations] 
for working miner*

ed that operators of the northern 
lignite mines, where there was little 
gaseous condition, contended min¬ 
ers did not require the same degree 
of skill as those in bituminous

This Method Results in Forwarding

' At a meeting of the fox breeders

As at Regina and at 
Banff, where magnificent new hotels 
are being erected by that Company, 
Canadian materials will be used in 
the building of the new Toronto 
hotel. 

The population of the Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces in 1926 was 2,067,-682, ac¬ 
cording to the census tgken in that 
year. This compares with JL,698,137 
in 1916, and 808,646 in 1906. In the 
twenty year period Manitoba has in¬ 
creased its inhabitants from 365,688 
to 639,056; Saskatchewan from 257,- , 

763 to 821,042, and Alberta from j 
185,195 to 607,584. 

In view of pressure on the trans- ^ 
portation facilities of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway when the full tide 
of immigration and harvest travel 
is felt in the coming summer and 
fall months, the railway has already 
taken steps to cope with this by 
sending 216 colonist cars for repair 
and overhauling to the Angus Shops, 
the work to be finished upon them 
not later than April 1st.
